A Slave made Free in Plymouth Church, 


There was never a more thrilling exem- 
plification of Gospel principles than last 
Sabbath morning, June 1, in Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher’s church, Brooklyn. Mr 
Beecher preached from Luke 10: 27: 
“Thou shalt love the Lord thy Goud with all 
thy heart and with all all thy soul, and with 
all thy strength; and thy neighbour as thy- 
self?’ He said that in these words the vail 
was drawn away from the heart of God, and 
we saw its very centre secret, and he dwelt 
upon the necessity of the union of piety and 
philanthrophy, and of love, as the crowning 
grace and golden atmosphere of all. Just 
after announcing the last hymn he stepped 
to the side of the platform and said, “1am 
about to doa thing that Lam not wont to do, 
which I never have done before upon this 
day, iu order that you may have no scruples 
about it, I will preface it by reading what 
the Lord Jesus Christ says of the Sabbath 
and its duties. 

“¢ And behold there was a man which 
had his hand withered. And they asked 
him saying, Is it lawful to heal on the Sab- 
bath day, that they might accuse him 
And he said to them, What man shall there 
be among you, that shall have one sheep, 
and ifit fallintoa pit on the Sabbath day 
willhe not lay bold on it and lift it out? 
How muchthen isa man better than a 
sheep? Wherefore it is lawful to do well 
on the Sabbath day. ‘Then saith he to the 
man, Stretch forth thine hand. And he 
stretched it forth, and it was restured whole, 
like as the other.’ 

‘Some two weeks since, I had a letter 
from Washington informing me that a 
young woman had been sold by her own 
father to go South, for what purposes you 
can Imagine when you see her. She was 
purchased by a slavetrader for $1,200, and 
be, knowing her previous character and the 
circumstances of the case, wasso moved 
with compassion that he offered to give her 
an opportunity to purchase her. freedum. 
He himself gave towards it $100, and per- 
suaded a friend and another slavetrader to 
give each: $100 more. So much of good ts 
there in the lowest of men! He allowed 
her to go to Washington to solicit aid from 
the Free State men there, and she succeeded 
in obtaining $400. I wasthen applied to, 
to knew if we would do anything to raise 
the remaining five hundred. 1 answered 
that we would do nothing unless the woman 
could come here. Atter much hestitation 
on the part of her master, she was allowed 
to visit New York, giving her word of honor 
that she would return to Richmond if the 
money was not raised; and guing to the 
platform stairs—“ Come up here, Sarah, and 
Jet us all se you,” said he. A. young woman 
rose from an adjacent seat, and, ascended 
the steps, sank down embarrassed and ap- 
parently overcome by her feelings, in the 
nearest chair. She was of medium size and 
neatly dressed. The wiite biood of her 
father might be traced in her regular fea- 
tures and high, thoughtful brow, while her 
complexion and wavy hair betrayed her slave 
mo.her. 

« And this” continued Mr. Beecher, “ is 
a marketable commodity. Suca_as she are 
put into one» balance and silver into. the 
other. She is is now legally free, but she 
is bound by amoral obligation which is 
stronger than any law. I reverence woman. 
For the sake of the love 1 bore my mother, 
I bold her sacred, even in the lowest position, 
and will use every means in my power for 
her uplifting. What will you do now? 
May she read her liberty in your eyes? 
Shall she go out free? Christ stretched 
furth his. hand and the sick were restored to 
health; will you stretch forth your hands 
and give that without which life ts of little 
worth? Let the plate be passed, and we 
will see? There was hardly adry eye in 
the chureh; and amidst tears and earnest 
Jookings at the poor woman, whe sat with 
downeast eyes, the plates went round. 
Every purse was Ip requisition, and as the 
bills were thrown down, Mr. Beecher said; | 
sve the plates are heaping up. Kemember 
that every dollar you give is the step of a 
weary pilgrim towards liberty, and that 
Christ has said, ‘ Inasmuch as ye did it to 
one of the least of these, ye did it to me.” 

At this M+, Lewis Tappan rose, and said 
there need be no anxiety about the matier; 
some gentlemen had just now pledged them- 
seives to make up the deficiency, whateve: 
it might be. Then she was free! And 
when Mr. Beecher told her so, and announ- 
ced it to the congregation, there was an 
involuntary burst of applause. It was in 
the church upon the Sabbath day, but nv 
desecration—rather it was echoed by richer 
acclaim in heaven! As it subsided, Mr. 
Beecher said; * When the old Jews went up 


| to their solemn feasts, they made the moun- 


tains round about Jerusalem ring with their 
shouts. I do not approve of an unholy 
clapping in the house of God, but when a 
good deed is well dune, itis not wrong to 
| give an outward expression of our joy.”

And the poor sorrowful one, for whom 
was all this, what thought she? Winter 
and Spring were both gone, and it was the 
first day of Summer. The sky was blue, 
and in at the window fell the golden sunlight 
and stole the soft air, bearing the music of 
bird notes and rustling leaves. But O, how 
much brighter in her soul must have been 
the first summer day of liberty, after the 
long winter of oppression! As: she sat 
there, bathed in tears, she must have felt 
that in so far as a moment of rapture can 
repay one for years of trial, she was recom- 
pensed. 

Mr. Beecher now read the closing hymn, 
saying as he hauded her the book, “ We 
shall sing this hymn as we never sung a 
hymn before, and she will sing it too.” This 
it was: 


“ Do wot I love Thee, O my Lord ? 
Behold my heart and see; 

And turn the dearest idol out 
That dares to rival Thee 


“Ts not thy name melodious still 
To mine atieptive ear? 

Doth not each pulse with pleasure bound 
My Saviour’s voice to hear? 


“Fast Thou a lamb in all Thy flock 
I would disdain to feed ? 

Hast Thow a foe before whose face 
I fear thy cause to plead ? 


“Would not my heart pour forth its blood 
In honour of Thy name ? 

And challenge the cold hand of death 
To damp the immortal] flame } 


“Thou knowest I love Thee, dearest Lord, 
But oh ! I long to svar 

Far from the sphere of mortal joys, 
And learn to love Thee more.’ 


It was doubtless sung with greater unan- 
imity of feeling than any hymn that ever 
was In the church before, and though she 
was too deeply moved to give any vocal ex- 
pression to her joy there must have been in 
her heart melody that was sweet to the ear 
of God! 

The blessing was pronounced, and the 
meeting was over; but many lingered to 
know the amount of contribution, and when 
it was found that $783 had been raised, so 
that not only she, but her child of two years 
old could be redeemed, the applause burst 
forth anew. In the plates were several 
articles of jewelry, thrown in by ‘those who 
had no money with them, or were unable to 
give anything else. 

Thus may Plymouth Church‘be conse 
crated! Verily © it is lawful to do good on 
the Sabbath day.”

A rew Southern journals, affecting an 
exclusive refinement of fecling or regard for 
the proprieties of official intercourse, unite 
with the Abolition papers in condemning the 
chastisement inflicted upon Sumner by the 
Hon P. S. Brooks. We have no patience 
with these mealy-mouthed pharisves of the 
Press. Why not speak out and declare at 
once that you are shocked by the “brutality 
of aslavebolding ruffian?”

ner in which he chastised the seamp Sum~ 


ner. [t was a propper act, done at the prop- 
per time, and in the propper place. 

Of all places on earth, the Senate Cham- 
ber, the theatre of his vituperative exploits, 
was the very spot where Sumner should 
have been made to suffer for his violation 
of the decencies of decorus debate, and for 
his brutal denunciation of a venerable states- 
man.

Another Meeting im South Carolina, 
A public meeting of the citizens of Fair- 


i field was held, on ‘Tuesday night, 27th ult., 


to approve the conduct of the Hon. Pres- 
ton 8. Brooks, in adminestering to Charles 
Sumner, of Massachusetts, a wholesome and 
richly merited castigation. 

On motion of Mr.G. H McMaster, James 
M. Rutland, Esq. was called to the 
chair, and 5. R. Sterling appointed Secre— 
tary. : 

The object of the meeting being briefly 
stated by Franklin Gaillard, James R. Aiken 
Esq., offered the following preamble and 
resolutions, which he handsomely sustained 
by reinarks adapted to the occasion : 

Whereas the citizens of the slaveholding 
States have for many years practically sub- 
mitted tothe most aggravated expressions 
of insolence and abuse from citizens of the 
Northern States, as disseminated not only 
from the press, but also from the pulpit and 
forum, and whereas a tame and quiet sub- 
mission to such limited conceptions of truth, 
Justice, and equity, only tend to degrade the 
South from her high pesition and deprive 
her of those constitutional rights which 
she has ever maintained at any and every 
sacrificed — 

1. Resolved, That it is the opinion of this 
meeting that our Senators and Representa- 
tives in Congress should be sustained in 
eyery effurt to protect the character of the 
State, and in any emergency to demand for 
their constituents ‘a perfect equality in the 
Union or independence out of it. 

2.° That, as citizens of the South, and of 
South Carolina, weread, in Senator Surm- 
ner’s late speech, with profonnd indignation, 
the disgrace inflicted upon the Senate, the 
insult offered to the Constitution and to the 
whole country, by its unjustified and calum- 
nious imputations upon dis:inguished Sena- 
tors, among tl m South Carolina’s venera- 
ble representative, Judge A. P. Butler; and 
lasty, its violent iavectives, cast with rank- 
ling malice, against the honour of a State 
that bus never failed in the discharge of any 
constitutional duty. 

3. That, we most heartily approve the 
practical enforcement of respect for the mo- 
tives of Southern men and SouthernStates, 
1 the chas isement inflicted upon the cham- 
pion of black-republicanism by the Hon. 
P. s. Brooks, and that we hereby tender 
to Mr. Grook sour cordial approbation of his 
galantry, and express our indignation at the 
spirit manifested, not only by abolition ora- 
tirs and papers, but by the public meetings 
in Noithern cities which have undertak- 
en to denounce hiscourse on the above oc- 
casion. 

4, ‘That a special delegate be sent to 
Washington to carry. a copy of these pro- 
ceedings, 

5. ‘That the Secretary be requested to 
forward by him a copy to each of our dele- 
gates in Congress. 

‘The meeting was addressed by Gen John 
Buchanan and Major Janes H. Rion.

Mr. Sumner two years ago gave the Sen- 
ate proof of the imbecility of the Slave 
States, in that in 1778 the six South Caro- 
lina regiments, composing with the Georgia 
regiment, the regular force of the Southern 
Departinent did not muster above. exght. hun- 
dred men.

The History of Newspapers. 


The first newspaper was issued monthly 
in MS. form, in the republic of Venice, and 
was Called the Gazella, probably from a 
farthing coin peculiar to Venice, and which 
was the common price at which it was suid. 
Thirty volumes of it are still preserved in a 
ibrary in Florence. 

lt was long Suppo-ed that the first news- 
paper puldished in England was at the epve! 
of the Spanish Armada, but it has been 
discovered that the copies of that beariiy 
the imprint of 1538, in the British Museun, 
were forgeries. There was ao doubt tha: 
the puny ancestor of the myriads of broac 
sheets was not published in Loudon ti 
1622—150 years after the art of prin ing 
hat been discovered; acd it was nearly 10U 
years more, before adaily paper was ven 
tured upon. Periodical papers seem first to 
have been used by the English during th: 
times of the Commonwealth, and were then 
called “ weekly news-books.? Some had 
most whimsical titles. 

The fist newspaper printed in| Norh 
America was printed in Boston, in 1690. 
Only one copy oi that paper was known to 
be in existence. It was deposited in the 
State Paper Odice in London, and was about 
the size of an ordinary sheet of letter-paper. 
It was stopped by the government. The 
Boston. Nvws-Lelter wag tre first regular 
paper. It was-irst-issued-in 1704, and was 
printed by Jobn Allen, in Padding Dane.

Mr. Epitor:—The following recipe for 


washing, I have used for more than one 
| year, aud consider it the best mode of doiny | 


that necessary piece of work that I ever 
knew, it has several advantaves over the old 
method, It saves. time and soap, is less la- 
borious, improves the whiteness of the fubrie 
without injuring i in the lest, besides leav- 
ing the hands with a soft and silky feeling. 
Take two pounds of brown soap, and cut it 


into small pieces, put it in a vessel, add to it 


one ounce and a half of borax and two quarts 
of water; stand it on the stove or near the 
fire in the evening, and keep it simmering 
three hours, let it remain all night where it 
ean be elfected by the fire but not so as to 
boil. Pat the clothes to soak ina tub of 
cold water, the evening before ene fen 
in the morning put four gallons of cold soft 
waterin the wash boiler, and in it, dissolve 
one quarter of the mixture, then wring the 
clothes out of the soaking tub, and put them 
in the boiler and let eben come fully to a 
senld, then wash them out and rinse them 
well, and put them up to dry. If the clothes 
are very dirty, itis well to rub a little of the 
mixture on the worst places before putting 
in to seald. Most colored clothes can be 
washed,in the same way, without having the 
color chanyed the least.

To all whom it may concern :-— 


I, Wiliam C. Munroe, President of the 
National Emigration Convention, held in 
Cleveland, Oiio, Auvust 24th, 25th, and 
26th, 1854, do Karabins in pursuance of the 
resolution of adjournment therein adopted, 
convoke said Convention to assemble again 
in said city and State, on Wednesday, 27th 
day of August, 1856, and to continue in 
session until the business to come before said 
C myention shail be dispatched. 

The National Board of Commissioners I 
hereby convoke, also, to meet in secret ses- 
sion in said city and state, on Tuesday, 26th 
day of August, 1856, preparatory to the 
session of the Convention, 

The officers. committees, and members 
of the session of 1854, of said Convention, 
are hereby notified and summoned to be pre- 
sent in their places at the forthcoming ses- 
sions convoked above. 

The National Commissioners from each 
State are hereby required to prepare reports 
to sald Convention, in relation to the state, 
co dition, wants and wishes of those they re- 
present in their respective States. New 
delegates or representatives coming to the 
Convention. will e required to subscribe to 
the oriyinal test of membership before the 
Committee on Credentials, to entitle them to 
seats In the same, 

I would urge the importance of fhe forth- 
coming session upon all concerned, by re- 
minding them that the Kansas issue in this 
eountry, the state of affairs in the West In- 
dia islands, the movements in Central Ame- 
rica, and the future policy of European na- 
tions in regard to their interests in the Wes- 
tern Hemisphere, are all conspiring to pre- 
cipitate a momentous crisis in Afric- Ameri- 
cin destiny on this continent. ‘The interest 
of our race, therefore, demands that every 
officer and member should be at his post at 
the appvinted session.

The Independence correspondent of the 
| Republican, under date of June 5th, says: 
Marshal Donaldson and four of his men, in 
the discharge of their official duty, were 
killed near Hickory Point on the 3d. 

The marshal was in the act of arresting 
some men who attacked a party under C p- 
tain Pate, After capturing Pate’s company, 
the Free Soilers, considerably increased tn 
numbers, were yesterday destroying houses, 
and driving men, women and children from 
their habientibes. near Bull Creek. 

A company of 140, under Captain Reid, 
had left New Santa Fe in pursuit of the 
murderers.

Governor Shannon has issued a proclama-

Details aitair announced on Kansas city 
enterprise follows thirty Southerners pro- 
eveding to Westport, Mo., under command 
of Hl, C. Pate, at Ball Creck, Kansas were 
suddenl y met by a party of I’ree State men, 
of the same number (2) 

Pate had a number of prisoners, whom he 
placed in front unarmed, and tek hid be- 
hind logs and trees. ‘he free State men 
| diopped down in the grass, and the firing 
i continued two hours. Pate then surrender- 
j} ed unconditionally, 

Three Missourians escaped, and among 
them Coleman, the Arutierer of Donatdsor. 

The Free State party took thirty horses, 
a number of Sharpe’s rifles, United States 
muskets, besides a quantity of goods stolen 
from Tawrenes The United States Dra- 
goons knew of the battle during its oecur- 
rence, but did not interfere, but. went down 
on the 4th and released the prisoners. 

The pro-slavery men, inciuding a son of 
Goy. Shannon, made a night attack on the 
house of Capt. W alker, five miles from Le- 
compton. ‘They were fired upon and re- 
pulsed; young Shannon was taken prisoner 
and rejeased next day. Shannon took a 
company of dragoons and searched the h_ use 
of Free State men, taking arms and ammu- 
nition. 

Col. Summer passed through Lecompton 
on the 4th, en route for Topeka, 

Later.—Gen. just arrived from Kan- 
sas cily, reports a yeneral rendezvous of 
pro-slavery men at Bull Creek. Whitheld 
contemplated a new attack upon Lawrence. 
Expects to concentrate 600 men generally 
armed with United States muskets. 

The Free State men have resolved to set- 
tle the matter with bayonetts. They are, 
liowever, deficient iu arms and provisions. 

‘he latest accounts informed us of a plan 
of night attack on the invaders. It was 
rumored that Donaldson and Jones were 
both killed in a fight at Franklin, where a 
cullision occurred over a quantity of goods 
stolen from Lawrence.

Many negroes 
who leave the South become skilful artizens 
inthe North, and thereby speedily acquire 
all the necessities andeven the luxuries. of 
life; jothers are determined not to work, 
excer ting when difiven to it by necessity, 
and then, when they do work, they contrive 
to pursuade their employer that they have 
accomplished their task, and—get the dol- 
ar- ‘he employer is satisfied at the time 
but finds. ultimately that he has to expend 
six shilings in addition to make his dollar’s 
worth perfect. ‘Che former we should be 
sorry tosce in slavery; the latter® would 
b. fur bett:r in the r old quarters than here 

{t has been stated beiore, as a principle 
that no man has aright to enforce labor 
from another ; but, in cases where white 
men are incorrmegibly lazy, they are frequently 
sent to hard labor in goal. Whatis the dif- 
ference beiween the two cases? 

A few more words wi.l conclude this sub- 
ject. Lyell, the great English geologist, 
a few years ago, made a_ professional tour 
through the States, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the geolgical character of the vari- 
Ous sections ‘of the e country. In the course 
of his progress he-had several opportunities 
of conversing with many ofthe Southern 
planters ; the .result of these conversations 
inay be briefly stated thus ; ; the respectable 
and humane planters, who treated their 
slaves kindly, ore indignant at being con- 
founded with the rufianly aud brutal portion 
who furnish all the newspaper paragraphs 
the subject. 

‘There is only one remark to make on this 
Something must be rotten in the system, if 
the bumane and influential portion are una- 
ble to secure the passing oflaws which 
would preve nt slaves from being subjected 
to unneccessary and cruel punishments, and 
frequently to death—even by bursing—a 
puuisihmeut which belongs to the most bar- 
barous ages with which we are acquainied. 

If the Southern States had endeavored 
(o frame any form of law for the protection 


of the negro from a cruel master, it would 
have given satisfaction to many who no7 


oppose the system ; but because no such law 
exists, men are doubtful as to the power pos- 
sessed by the proprietors.

At about $ past 1 o’clock to-day our city 
was shattered by the sound of an explosion 
On endeavouring to ascertain where it was, 
we found it was at Longueil. 

The telegraph shortly: after informed us 
that the Ferry Boat of tue Grand ‘Vrunk had 
exploded. Liastening down to her whart, 
we found there the greatest excitement.— 
dinding it impossible 
disaster by a steate vessel, we hired a canoe, 
and arrived at the place. Whata sight we 
beheld as we approached the whart at. Lon- 
gueuil ! 

‘The boat is a complete wreck from ster 
to stern her boiler was. blown an immense 
distance on to the wharf and every thing in 
the neighbourhood is completely shattered. 
‘be works of the boat were completely new 
and in charge of the builders engineer at the 
time of the accident. 

Elaving just arrived from the scene of dis- 
aster we give the particulars so far as we 
could learn thein under the excitement that 
exists. It appears that the train had just 
arrived filled with passengers and that they 
had been all transferred to the boat. 

Many were in the after part of the boat, 
but many more were engaged in the forward 
part, and the Captain was about to ring the 
bell when the explosion occurred—it came 
like a shot from a cannon without the least 
warning, and ina twinkling human beings 
who amoment before had been full of joy 
aud hope were blown into the air. Weare 
informed by a gentleman from Boston who 
was on board at the time, and who is con- 
siderably injured, that the scene that follow- 
ed the explosion was fearful. 

Several bodies had been found, and men 
were employed in clearing the rubbish away 
from the boat in the hope of finding more 
bodies. When we left, the River had not 
been dragged, but when a is thelist of deaths 
will be greatly augmented. 

‘The steam rushed to the back part of the 
boat so as to completely blind those that 
were there, all rushed hither and thither 
shouting most loudly, while others jumped 
out of ‘the boat into the river, and being 
panic stricken were doubtless drowned, this 
gentleman asserts that he saw no less than 
ten or twelve persons on the water. 

We are told upon authority of passengers 
on board at the time that the number killed 
inust be upwards of 20 and that the number 
of persons wounded would not be less than 
3) or 40. Up to 4 o’clock this afternoon 
only 5 bodies have been recovered, but: ail 
these were found on board the boat. Im- 
mediately after the explosion the boat sunk, 
the water reacling up to her cabin floors, as 
far as we could am thie os were

Gun Boatsand Troops for Cana- 
da. 


The gun boat fleet is to be immediately 
fitted with masts and spars, and made ready 
for a voyage across the Atlantic under sail. 
Their destination is the Canadian lakes. 

A large addition to the six regiments or- 
dered to Canada was contemplated at the 
sailing of the last steamer, and news of the 
disinissal of theBritish minister to the United 
States, and the acknowledgement of Walk- 
er’s government by the latter after a solemn 
assurance of its disavowal of the exhibition, 
and desire to co-operate with England to 
put it down, will cause the British forces in 
Canada to be put on the war footing 

The plenipotentiaries who will most speed- 
ily and permanently settle all existing and 
probable causes of dispute with the United 
States are fleets, gunboats, and soldiers; and 
Lord Palmerston is Just the man who under- 
stands the right way of bringing the Ameri- 
can government to reason. 

A large number of heavy guns and mor- 
tars of the Crimean’ siege train, and the 
reserve amunition from Balaklava, are order- 
ed for shipment to Canada.
